MURDER ENDS DRUNKEN ROW 


YOUNG MILLIONAIRE SLAIN IN 


MINNEAPOLIS, 


Leonard Day Stabbed by F. H, Ham- 


ilton, a Reporter, During Quar- 


rel Over a Woman.

H. Hamilton, a Minneapolis newspa- 
per man, is a prisoner at the central 
x>lice station with the chargt of mur- 
der against him as the result of the 
scabbing to death of Leonard Day, a 


oung millionaire society man of this 
jity, at the West hotel early yester- 
lay morning. Hamilton who has been 
n the custody of the police siince the 
tragedy, was not formally placed un- 


arrest until late yesterday after- 


icon, when the coroner's jury return- 
ed a verdict holding him responsible 
'or the death of yeoun'g Day. 


The tragedy took place in. the bil- 
iard room of the West ho'tel at 3 
j'clock in the morning after a quairel* 
o\er <a woman participated 
in 
by 


Hamilton, Day and a number of other 
prominent men. All Ivad been drink- 
ng to a considerable extent. During 
he fight Fred George, a society lead- 
;r, was cut badly in the hand. 


George and Day were, in company 


•with C. S. Eorce,another society no- 
oble, playing* pool when Hamilton 
and 
a few of his friends 
entered. 


Hamiltonand Day began quarreling. 
An effort was made to separate them 
)y several of the bystanders, and for 
a few moments quiet was restored. 
Then the trouble broke out smew and 
ended only when Day lay 'lying on 
the floor. Hamilton, with whom lie 
had been fighting, was the fist to 
send over him and offer aid, but it 
was too late, for in five minutes the 
njured man was dead. The men who 
lad taken no 'hand in the affray at 
once left the place, but were Hater 
ound by the police, who took charge 
of the case. 


There was a long cut on the top cf 


the dead man's head, his face 
and 


wrisit were badly bruised 'and a kniife 
thrust on the left side of the neck 
had severed the subclavicle artery. 
The knife which inflicted Che wound 
is an eld one of the I. X. L. pattern 
The smaller blade is broken but it 
is apparent that the longer one a long 
and sharp piece of steel, was1 the one 
used. It is partly covered (with blood 
although appearances indicate that 
most of the blood had b^en wiped off. ! 
A peculiar fact is that the blade was 
closed when it was found on the right 
side of the prostrate form. 


Coroner Nelson, at the request of 


friends of the prisoner and 
of 
the 


dead man, held an inquest yesterdiay 
afternoon, when all of the witnesses 
of 'the tragedy testified. None sanv the 
fatal blow struck, but all agreed that 
Hamilton was the only man with 
whom Bay had been fighting. 


Leonard Day was twenty-five years 


of age. He had lived for many years 
in the city. His father died six years 
ago, and, with his mother, he was liv- 
ing at the West hotel. He was well- 
known in society circles while among 
his companions he was known as a 
'•good fellow" and one of the livel- 
iest young men of the city. 


Frank H. Hamilton is comparative- 


ly a stranger in 
Minneapolis, He 


came to this city last spring and has 
since been employed jas sporting re* 
porter on one of the local papers. He 
has -a wealthy uncle in New York. 
Among the upper set Hamilton is 
also well known.

Bill tc Be Presented to Legislature 


Indorsed by E. E, Earle, Dep- 


uty Game Warden. 


That the coming legislature ot In- 


diana will extensively amend the fish 
and game laws of the stalt'e is almost 
a foregone conclusion. 
The Indiana 


fish and game laws as they are today 
afford little recourse agaissst violat- 
ors, while at the same tlmie bearing 
ftard on honest sportsmen In many 
respects. 
The subjoined synopsis of 


a "bill that will be presented has been 
p<repaxexl by Deputy Fish and Game 
Warden E* E. Earle. 
The chief fault 


th'at wall be found with it is that it 
lias a provision permitting' use of 
seines under ceitain conditions. Many 
sportsmen believe th^at there Should 
be absolute prohibition of seines in 
all waters of the state. 


The following is a sximmary of the 


proposals of the bill: 


It shall be unlawful to kill or pos- 


sess any quail from January 1 to 
November 1 of any year. 


To sell or offer for sale any quail 


at any time.

from December 20 to June 1 of the 
succeeding1 year, and from October

meeting of electors previous to or 
during an election tat whioh he is a 
candidate. 
The act, however, does 


not seem to give Governor P&ynter 
any right th hold on to -his office. 
In 1891 Governor Thayer refused to 
give up the office to >his successor. 
Governor Boyd, aad garrisoned the 
capitol to hold himself in possession. 
He believed that Boyd was ineligible 
to hoM the office, and remained as 
governor until th.e courts decided 
otherwise. This Poynter may do if 
he so decide?.

Wayne sewer, is doing a lot of figur- 
ing today as to the best plan ta pur- 
sue with .reference to the work upon 
the tig drain over which the board 
or public works and citizens of South 
Wayne are united in a vigorous pu- 
test. 
This 
morning Mr. Adams 


stated that he could not say exactly 
what would be don?, for he hrul r.oi 
yet reached a conclusion -as to tl;c 
best plan to pursue. 
He stated 


that he desired to do the fair and 
honorable thing loth for himself o.nd 
for the city, and the present proba- 
bility is that he will find sczna com- 
petent man to whom he can entrust 
ths work cf completing more than 
hall of -the work -which still remains 
to be done, 


WCr. Adams arrived 
in the city 


from Columbus Monday evening, r.nd 
when he met the board cf publi: 
works -the liveliest sort of a fusion 
followed. 
For two howrs last evai- 


hig the matter was under dis2ussic:i, 
and every interest had a hcariirg. 
There was no mincing of words, and 
everybody who had an opinion to ex- 
press did not hesitate »to speak out. 
In addition to the board of works, 
City Attorney Shambaug-h and Can- 
tractor Adams, the citizens1 commit- 
tee was represented *by Hon. J", M. 
Barrett, C. H. Worden, Col. I). N. 
Foster and S. B, Bond, while Hon. 
Charles McCulloch was also an in- 
terested listener, who occasionally 
participated in tha discussion. 


Mr. Barrett took up the work upon 


th'3 sewer from start to finish. The 
report of the 
expert engineer, Mr, 


MacHarg, was "before the board, and 


CMCr. Barrett, who accompanied him on 
his ttrlps of inspection of the sewer 
set forth in vigorous language that 
ccmld not be misunderstood the con- 
tentions of the citizens regarding the 


, defective work at numerous points. 
He was plain-spoken in expressing 
what he Relieved to .be the 'causes cp 


the defects, -and in placing the re- 
sponsibility lor them, and notified 
the board and the contractor that he 
•would resist any attempt to collect 
assessments for the class of work 
that had been done, 'and that he 
would enjoin any further attempt to 
proceed-with work that was unsatis- 
factory. 
He asserted that along 


Taylor street the brick had been laid 
in water contrary to the specifica- 
tions; that the trenches had not been 
dug wide enough to permit a proper 
tamping of the earth -around the sew- 
er; that it had sunk "by reason of 
lieavy loads cf earth being- dumped 
ci: gireen work; that the biick work 
in places was not in accordance with 
specifications; that the work was un- 
saie and was likely to collapse with 
any unusual flood of water and de- 
stroy thousands of dollars worth cf 
property. In brief, "Mr. Barrett ma4e 
out a pretty hopeless -case againrt 
that portion of the sewer which had 
been inspected, and thought ths find- 
ings there might give 'rise to sus- 
picions regarding other portions of 
the work. 


Mr. 'Adams readily admitted his re- 


sponsibility for the single-ring brick 
work which had 'been done where two 
rings were irequired, statirg that this 
had (been done under the supervision 
of an incompetent man, whom he had 
since discharged. 
This portion -of 


the work he was willing to remedy 
promptly. 
He contended, however, 


that the portion. c<f the sewer on Tay- 
lor street west 'of Broadway had been 
•Twit strictly according to specifica- 
tions, and stated that though he did 
not think so -at the time, he was now 
confident that no sewer would stand 
in that soil unless the sheathing were 
allowed to remain iu the earth. 


The board and the citizens' com- 


mittee were not inclined to accop* Mr. 
Adams' theory that the work had 
been done according to specifications, 
and the members of tho board stated 
that just -one thing was to be done, 
That sewer must be in all resp&cts 
and in every part strictly in accord- 
ance with the plans and specifica- 
tions -and entirely acceptable or they 
would never sign an assessment roll 
for the payment of one dollar upon 
it. 
They are willing to permit Mr. 


Adaims to proceed in any acceptable 
manner ho chooses to bring alxmt 
this result, '"but nothing less than a 
perfect work will ever be accepted by 
the 'board1. 


'During the latter part of the dis- 


cussion Mr. Adams talked fbut little, 
but he wa* inclined to shift the re- \ 
sponsibility for any poor work upon; 
the shoulders of the board for thei 


reason that he stated the city inspec- 
tors who watched the construction of 
thatt portion of the sewer made no 
objections at the time. 
This wa* 


met by the statement that the city 
was under no obligation to evtn fur- 
nish an inspector, and if an inspector 
had been furnished who was incom- 
petent it did not excuse the contrac- 
tor who had agreed to follow specifi- 
cations. 
>Jir. Adams expressed the 


caiiviction that the citizens "had it 
in for him," and doubted his ability 
in the face of this feeling to con- 
struct work that would be satisfac- 
tory 
to 
them. 
Mr. 
'MeCulloch 


thought 
the board should have 


stopped the work as soon as It was 
kncwn to be defective instead -of 
waiting until so late a date. 


This morning Mr. Adams held an- 


other brief conference with the board, 
but has reached no decision as to how 
he will proceed* 
He regards most 


favorably subletting1 the work to 


1 some contractor who will 'be accepta- 
ble to the hoard; then first complet- 
ing the work on Nelson street and 
connecting up the divisions so that 
the -water can be drained from ahead 
•of the work. 
He will take some ac- 


tion wiihin a day or two.

BESTRICT LOA2TS TO OFFICERS. 


The most important recommenda- 


tion made by the comptroller, and 
thnl which is the chief feature of tlio 
report, is one for additional restric- 
tions upon loans to directors and ex- 
ecutive ofiicers of banks. The comp- 
trolier states that th« large peroent- 
ag-c of bank failures attributable to 
excesbive loans to directors and ex- 
ecutives, which amounted to sixty- 
two failure?, or 17 per cent of the 
total failures of national bnnks, led 
him to a careful invRfatig'iition as to 
all directors' loans now outstanding 
in the national banks of the country. 


This investigation showed that on 


June SO, 1900, the 'date of the comp- 
troller's call for a statement of con- 
dition from tiie national banks, thai 
of 28,709 directors of national bnnks 
in the country 18,034 were directly 
or indirectly indebted 
to national 


banks under their management, the 
aggregate of these sums being $202,- 
287,441. 


The comptroller urges the passage 


of the Brobius law to regulate tlie.se 
conditions. 
This bill provides that 


no national bank shall loan to its ofii- 
cers or employes until the proposition 
shall have been submitted in writing 
to the directors or executive com- 
mittee and approved by a majority of 
the members, 


RATIO OF BANK LOANS. 


In dealing with the subject of loans 


the comptroller, says 'the present need 
is a provision -which will enable large 
b'onks ito loan more nearly the same 
per cent c'f their total assets which 
the present provision allows 'to smal- 
ler banUa, 
The -report says: 


"The average ratio uf resources to 


the average capital of the forty-four 
national banks in the city of New 
"Yark is as 17.fi is to 1; of :the sixteen 
national banks in Chicago as 14.2 is 
to 1; of the six national banks in St. 
Louis as 8.2 is to 1; of the 266 na- 
tional bnnks in other reserve cities 
as 0 is to 1; while in the 3,400 coun- 
try banks at the ratio -of -but G.I to I. 


"The law limiting- loans to 10 per 


cent of the capital, -when applied to 
(he 3,400 'banks of the smaller com- 
munities of tho country, as a -whole, 
would allow the loaning of 1.00 per 
cent of their totals assets to one indi- 
vidual. 
As compared -with tin's, the 


banks of .the city of New York on the 
average could not loan x>vcr fifty- 
seven one-hundredths t:f 1 per cent 
of their total assets to any one Indi- 
vidual; the banks of 'ChVcago not over 
seventy one-hundredths per cent of 
their total assets; tlic brtnks of St. 
Louis not. over 1.21 per cent of tbeir 
total assets; the banks of other re- 
serve cities not over 1.10 .per cent of 
their total assets.

YOUNG MILLIONAIRE SI/ATN IN 


MINNEAPOLIS. 


Leonard Day Stabbed by E. H. Ham- 


ilton, a Heporter, During Quar- 


rel Over n Woman. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 20.—F. 


H. Hamilton, -a Minneapolis newspa- 
per man, is a prisoner at the central 
police station with the chargf of mur- 
der against him as the result of the 
Stabbing1 to death of Leonard Day, a 
ycung- millionaire sacicty man of this 
city, at the West hotel early yester- 
day morning1, Hamilton who bus been 
ir. the custody of the police sdnce the 


g-ed^y. was not formally placed un- 


der arrest until late yesterday after- 
uccn, when the coroner's juiy return- 
ed a verdict holding* him responsible 
for the death of yeoung- Day. 


The tragedy tcok place iji the bi!-

Tl^miUon, Day nnd a number of other 
prominent men. All had been drink- 
ing1 to a considerable extent. During- 
the fig-ht 1'red Geor?;o, a 30,-uety lead- 
er, was cut badly in -the hand. 


Goorge and Day were, in company 


ivith C. S. Force.another society na- 
toblc, playing* pool -when Htunilton 
and

entered. 


Hnmiltonand Day began quarreling-. 
An effort was made to separate them 
by several of the bystanders, and for 


i'ew moments quiet was restored. 


Then the trouble broke out Sinew and 
ended only when Day lay lying on 
the iioor. Hamilton, with whom he 
had been figiiting-, was the iist to 
bend over him and offer aid, but it 
,vas too late, for in five m t mites the 
injured man was dead. The men who 
liitd taken no hand in the affray nt 
onco left the place, but -were 1'atar 
\-uiul by the police, -who took ch-arge 
of the casa. 


There was a long1 cut on the top cf 


.he dead man's head, his face nnd 
wrist were badly bruised nml a knife 
thniF-t: on the left side of the neck 
luul severed the subclavicle 
artery. 


The knife which inflicted the wound 
s -an eld one of the T. X. L. pattern 
The smaller blailc is broken -but it 
is apparent that the longer one a laiig- 
nnd sharp piece of steel, was the ons 
used. It is partly covered with blood 
although appearances indicate that 
most of the blood Quid been wiped off. 
A peculiar fact is that the blade was 
closed when it was found on the right 
"icle o£ tile prostrate form. 


Coroner Nelson, at the request of 


friends of the prisoner and 
of 
the 


dead man. held an inquest yesterday 
afternoon, when all of the witnesses 
of the tragedy testified. None saw the 
fatal blow struck, but all agreed that. 
Hamilton was the only man with 
whom Day had been fighting. 


Leonard Day was twenty-five years 


of ag-e. He had lived far many years 
,n the city. His father died six years 
ago, and, with his mother, he was liv- 
ing- at the We.st botel. He war, well- 
known, in society circles while among 
his companions he was known as a 
•good fellow'1 and one of the livel- 
iest young' men of the city.
